Sun neither deprives the People of one 
Half of the Holy Sacrament, by a publick 
Decree ; nor ſuffers them to be rejected from 
the hole by any private Pique. She does 
not allow her Members ro adore the Body 
of Chriſt, where he is not corporally pre- 
ſent ; nor to ſeat themſelves in a rude Familia 
rity with their Loxp at his Table. She nei- 
ther gives Divine Worſhip to a Cracifix ; nor 
refuſes to bow at the Name of Jeſus. 
Su does not confine the Benefit of Abſo- 
lution to Auricular Confeſſion; nor exclude the 
comfortable Uſe and Power of it from her 
Publick Service. She neither permits Maſſes 

for the Dead; nor gives them the Burial of 
an Aſs. She neither allows of [vecation or 
Pilgrimages to the Tombs of Saints; nor pro- 
phanely neglects their precious Memories: But 
keeps the Mean between both Extremes, by 
beſſeng Gop for their Holy Lives, and im- 
ploring Grace to fodlou their good Examples.
